They are not 
"systematically dredged, and dangerous 
obstructions which invite huge pile- 
ups of ice in the spring are left in 
the river bed year after year. On the 
Susquehanna, down at the foot of 
Wyoming valley where the mountain 
walls draw in to a bottle-neck, there 
are ancient pilings in the river bed, 
the relics of some forgotten lumber 
boom. Ice piles up there year atfer 
year, threatening the cities with flood

Limitations on sugar shipthents to

Ksaf tobacco and lumber. Hats and 
molasses dropped shafrply, joining su- 
gar under limitation laws. 


Exports to the Unted States make 


up 80 per cent of the grand total. Ex- 
ports to Japan Increased 26 per cent 
as compared with 1934 and made up 
5t5 per cent of the total. 


Imports totaled $85,523,849 in 1935,

Bilbo, Harrison to 
Clash Upon Stump 


Bilbo to Back Mike Con- 


ner Against "Senator 


Pat" This Summer 


By HERBERT PLUMMEIt 


WASHINOTON.-The senate hard- 


ly had voted to confirm the appoint- 
ment of Judge Edwin Holmes of Mis- 
sissippi to the circuit court of appeals, 
over the protest of Senator Bilbo, be- 
fore an announcement was made in 
that state of real political interest and 
perhaps significance. 


It was that former Governor Sen- 


nett Connor would be a candidate for 
the United States senate against Pat 
Harrison this 5'ear. 


The feud between fttississippi's two 


senators, smoldering for a long time, 
definitely was brought into the open 
by that announcement. It promises to 
provide one of the most coloful shows 
of nil this election year. 


Both are veteran campaigners. Har- 


rison, who has served three terms in 
the senate and before that a spell in 
the house, is one of the main cogs in 
the administration's machine. Bilbo, 
serving his first term in the senate, is 
one of the most colorful political per- 
sonalities on the national scene. 


Starts Political Show 


The election of Judge Holmes on the 


federal bench afforded political by- 
standers in Washington opportunity to 
witness a rare display of skill between 
two master strategists 
of politics. 


Whether Holmes would, be promoted 
was a minor point. 


The real issue was whether Bilbo 


would outsmart Harrison. 


The Holmes appointment was spon- 


sored and backed by Harrison to the 
limit. Bilbo, once jailed by Holmes 
on a contempt charge, was determin- 
ed that in so far as he was concerned 
the senate would not confirm the ap- 
pointment. 


He realized early that nothing he 


could do would keep Holmes from be- 
ing given senate approval. He turned 
the whole affair, therefore, into a 
grand political show, at Harrison's ex- 
pense. 


He broke his self-imposed silence, 


dating from the day he entered the 
senate .to speak against confirmation 
of Holmes. Before that he had tire- 
lessly prosecuted his case before a 
subcommittee of the senate's judiciary 
committee. 


He made no secret of his intentions. 


He was out to get Harrison's political 
scalp, told him so openly. 


Bilbo Collects Ammunition 


Only four senators, including Bilbo 


himself, voted against Holmes' con- 
firmation. He was satisfied, however. 
He had gathered a lot of political am- 
munition he could use later in a 
forum he knows best—the stumps in 
Mississippi. 


Few here believe that Harrison's re- 


election for a fourth term in the sen- 
ate is in serious danger. 


This much, however, appears cer- 


tain. Harrison will be forced to make 
a campaign, the' like of which he 
hasn't had to make for years. Bilbo, 
always a powerful political factor in 
Mississippi, will compel him to take 
the stump from the delta to the gulf. 


That's important, because the Dem- 


ocrats will have need of a man like 
Harrison in the national campaign.

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BEHIND THE SCENES 


IN WASHINGTON 


By Rednty Dutcher 


American Telephone & Telegraph, the vast holding company now being 


investigated by the Federal Communications Commission, is unique. 


It is a monopoly, and admits it. Of® 
" 


overy 100 telephones in the country, 
more than 80 are directly controlled by 
A. T. St T. President Walter S. Glf- 
ford gets $206,000 a year salary, pays 
$103,000 of it in Income tax. He cheer- 
fully admits the monopoly part. 


But he argues that n national tele- 


phone system must be a monopoly, 
that a lot of small, competing lines 
would be n nuisance. He denies that 
A. T. & T has ever taken advantage 
of its monopoly position, but has used 
it to'develop the best telephone serv- 
ice for the benefit of the most people. 


The FCC is spending $750,000 to see 


whether this is true or whether the 
company has used its position to keep 
rates up, exacted unjust profits from 
its affiliates, and competed unfairly 
with rivals in other fields than the 
telephone business, 


The A. T. & T. is the largest com- 


pany in the world owned by private 
individuals. It has total assets of more 
than $3,000.000,000. But no one holder 
owns as much as 1 per cent of its 
stcok. 


Every state has from 500 to 10,000 


people of the 700,000 who own this 
company thruogh having bought its 
stock. 


Of some 260.000 people who work for 


the company, more than 100,000 are 
part owners through having bought 
stock. 


Reaches Around World 


The company controls the regional 


operating companies which actually 
run the 14.000,000 telephones that make 
up Ihc Bell System. But 
this Bell 


System also conects with the phones 
of 6600 smaller telephone companies 
and 25,000 rural lines, so that practi- 
cally any of the 17,350,000 telephones in 
the country can be connected with 
any other one. 


Foreign connections have also been 


established with 67 other countries, 
and now 30,850,000 telephones all over 
the world can be reached at any time 
from any Bell System telephone. 


For every share of its stock, A. T. 


& T. pays out each year $9 in profits. 
For the last four years it has not made 
that much profit, but it hesitated to 
pay less to stockholders, so it made 
up the difcrcncc out of surplus funds 
saved from past profits. 


That means that the 700,000 part 


owners of the A. T. & T. receive $43,- 
000,000 every three months. More than 
half of them are women. Sun Life 
Insurance Co. of Canada and Harvard 
College are among the largest owners. 


The stock now costs about $170 u 


share. In 1933 it cost $90. The sys- 
tem paid out $95,900.000 in taxes in 
1935—$7.06 for every telephone in ser- 
vice. 


It's a Holding Company 


A. T. & T. is a. holding comppny. 


It owns almost 90 per cent of the stock 
of 24 companies which actually oper- 
ate the telephones in various parts of 
the country, such as the New York 
Telephone Co. or the Mountain States 
Telephone and Telegraph Co. 


It also owns the Western Electric 


Company, of which Edgar S. Bloom is 
president. In giant plants in Chicago 
and Kearney, N. J., this company 
makes telephone equipment, such as 
phones and switchboards. It sells 90 
per cent of its product to the A. T. 
& T. or other companies of the Bell 
System. It also buys material for 
them all, and holds priceless patents.

teletype systems, 1000 leased wires for 
special purposes, chain radio program 
hookups, talkie apparatus, and picture 
transmission by wire. 


Relations Arc Complex 


The A. T. & T. provides pntent 


rights, special knowledge, standardiz- 
ed equipment, capital and expert help 
to the regional operating companies it 
owns. Those relationships arc very 
complex, and are one point the com- 
mission wishes to understand better. 


For instance, the 
large 
Graybar 


Electric Co., a "competing" maker of 
electrical equipment, was sold by A. 
T. & T in 1928, but long and involved 
testimony leaves still some 
doubt 


whether it is really competing. 


Vast experimental laboratories arc 


jointly run by A. T. & T and West- 
ern Electric, now hard at Work on 
things like television. 


A staff of 250 FCC investigators has 


been going into A. T. & T.'s involved 
affairs for almost a year. The pres- 
ent public hearings may last a month. 
Witnesses are examined by FCC Coun- 
sel Samuel Becker. Paul A. Walker is 
the member of the FCC especially 
charged with conducting the whole 
telephone investigation.

serving as acting governor two days 
last week: 


"Since you began your active tirade 


against me for some of my acts as act- 
ing governor, I have spent co'nsider- 
able time and money in an effort to 
further determine the justness on un- 
justncss of action mentioned. Below 
are the facts in each case—some of the 
name.": being left out for I do not 
have tho record before me and cannot 
remember all names: 


"Vardamann—Vnrdamann was given 


a life term in Poinsett county a few 
years ago. The county officers of two 
counties together with many private 
citizens recommended an 
indefinite 


furlough. Not only 
that, but all 12 


jurors that sentenced him made the 
same recommendation. All 12 jurors 
talked to me in person about the mat- 
ter and several of them made the 
statement that had they known at the 
lime of trial what they now know they 
would have acquitted him. I did not 
grant an indefinite furlough as re- 
quested, but reduced his sentence to 
six years. 
.."Hefley—Hcfley was sentenced to 
death for murdering his wife. The 
recommendation for a reduction of the 
sentence from death to life imprison- 
ment was made in writing by several 
prominent citizens whose letters arc 
now on file with the governor, while 
numerous persons in two counties 
recommended to me orally, before and 
after the commutation that the same 
should be done. Many have said to 
me that had it been a white man in- 
stead of a negro, he would have been 
'tumcy loose' under the unwritten 
law. 
I did not turn him loose but re- 


duced the sentence to a life time in 
the penitentiary. T find that, a very 
great predominant portion of tho cit- 
izens in this section think I did right 
in this matter. Certainly, there are 
some who tlunk otherwise."
